The  World's  Host  Remarkable  College  Graduate 

The  story  of  HeWji  Kellprs  life  is  the  hioRraphy  of  two  wonderful 
women— tht-  blind,  deaf  or.d  dumb  girl,  who  for  over  twenty  years  has  fought 
against  awful  odds;  and  the  kind,  ingenious  and  patient  tearher  who  has 
led  her  rhaige  into  the  sunlight  of  knowledge  and  of  kinship  with  humanity. 

In  1886,  when  Miss  Annie  Sullivan  was  called  to  Tusrumbia,  Ala.,  to 
assum-  the  oare  of  Helen,  the  rhild  had  been  living  for  nearly  five  years  iu 
the  r  tal  darkness  that  followed  her  treble  affliction  resulting  from  con- 
vulsi'  .  The  task  of  education  seemed  well-nigh  hopeless,  for  the  one  sense 
throu  .  which  the  child's  mind  was  to  be  awakened  to  consdouFness  was  her 
sense  of  touch.  But  in  June,  19(i4.  eighteen  years  later.  Miss  Keller  gradu- 
ated from  Radcliffe  with  distinction,  and  received  her  degree  of  B.  A. 

This  fairy  tale  of  education,  this  romance  of  the  conquest  of  obstacles 
Is  a  superb  triumph  of  concentration.  At  her  entrance  examination  in  .lunei 
1900.  as  If  Nature  had  not  sufficiently  handicapped  her  efforts,  she  had  to 
submit  to  two  additional  trials.  The  questions  were  given  her  in  the  Ameri- 
can Braille  system  of  writing  for  the  blind,  with  which  Miss  Keller  was  only 
slightly  familiar,  having  learned  the  English  Braille— the  two  systems  being 
as  different  as  two  distinct  systems  of  shorthand.  This  delay  in  puzzling 
out  the  translation  of  the  questions  was  further  aggravated  by  the  fact  that 
her  little  Swiss  watch  with  raised  figures  had  unfortunately  been  left  at 
home,  .so  she  had  no  means  of  gauging  the  time,  yet  her  typewriter  clicked 
out  the  answers  and  she  "passed"    A-ith  flying  colors  in  every  study. 

During  her  college  coun^c.  in  many  studies  Miss  Sullivan  repeated  the 
lesson  while  Helen's  fragile  fingers  feathering  their  way  over  her  mentor's 
face,  translated  the  muscular  motions  of  speech  into  ideas.  She  studied 
English.  Latin,  French,  Oreek.  Oerman,  political  economv,  logic  higher 
mathematics,  chemistry  and  all  the  other  myriad  phases  of' college  wisdom, 
through  her  wonderful   lingers

Two  years 
later  she  herame  a  so'dier  in  the  Army  and  illd  splemliil  work  with  fJenerai 
Booth's  pidpst  dauKhter  In  Franee  ami  Switzerlami,  and  animiK  their  many 
adventures  they  were  pxi)eiied  from  the  eantdii  of  fJeneva. 

When  she  was  twenty-one.  on  her  marriage  to  Ilalllneton  Ilonth.  they 
were  sent  to  the  llnitpd  Statps,  whpre  they  i-arried  on  a  most  sm  eessfiil  cam- 
paiRn  on  aRgrpsaive  lines  for  the  Salvation  Army,  In  1k;)i!.  invinK  to  a  dif- 
ference of  opinion  with  Oeneral  Booth  as  to  thn  policy  of  the  Inti  rnal  man- 
agerr  nt  of  the  work  directed  at  lon>;  distance  from  London.  M''"  Ilooth  and 
her  husband  resigned  from  the  Armv  and  organized  the  "Volunteers  of  Amer- 
ica," of  which  the  "VolunlPer  Prisoners'  I  eague"  Is  Itut  a  part. 

This  latter  phase  of  the  crusad"  ot  helpfulness,  wiih  all  its  financial 
burden.  Its  round  of  visits,  its  organization  and  plans,  has  fallen  on  the 
shoitlders  of  Mr".  Dooth.  Of  t!ie  SCOOO  pri.sonerg  in  the  State  institutions 
of  the  country.  14  000  are  enrolled  as  members,  and  when  the  prisoners  leave 
their  confinement  they  are  taken  to  "Hope  Halls."  where  they  can  yet  th'  Ir 
bearings  anew  n  life,  have  influence  to  secure  honest  labor,  ami  a  helping 
hand  ami  ini ;  ,    ag  environment  while  struggling  toward   better  things.

RUDYAPn    KIPLING 

The  Greatest  Living   English   Author 

A  small  man.  tanned  ami  hronzpil  to  a  clear  lislit  malioRany,  s.iiiarely 
built  with  hroad  ahouldei's.  lipen  liliu'  eyes,  heavy  straisht  eytiirows.  a  thicdv 
darli' mustache  and  t-quare  resolute  jaw,  dressed  in  clothes  that  shout  defi- 
ance to  fashion  plates— this  is  Rudyard  Kipling.  Alive,  alert.  aKt;ressive  and 
intense  quick  in  movement,  a  hit  cynical  and  quizzical,  he  at  first,  suggests 
one  thoroughly  self-satisfied;   one  who  is  his  own  court  of  appeals. 

At  Bomhay.  the  most  cosmopolitan  city  of  Asia,  Kipliui;  was  horn  in 
Christmas  week  of  18>;.5.  His  father  was  an  Englishman,  a  professor  of  archi- 
tectural  sculpture  in  a  Bomljay  college,  and  when  Rudyard  was  six  he  was 
shipped  back  to  England  to  be  educated.  At  thirteen  he  entered  the  United 
Service  College  at  Westward  Ho.  under  the  direction  of  old  Indian  officers. 
The  atmosphere  was  military  and  Indian,  and  was  doulitless  a  pot. m  factor 
in  coloring  the  mind  of  the  hoy,  who  acquired  more  by  umonsi  ious  alworp- 
tion  than  hv  direct  studv.  It  is  true  that  he  carried  off  the  prizes  in  English 
literature  in  a  matter-of-fact  kind  of  a  wa.v,  rs  if  it  were  his  a.ssigned  share 
of  the  plunder;   hut  otherwis'  revealed  no  symptoms  of  genius. 

At  seventeen  he  went  to  India  to  work  on  the  "Civil  and  Military  Cazette" 
at  Lahore,  where  his  talent  beg.in  to  tie  recognized  in  a  half  patronizing  way 
bv  the  editor-in-chief.  Strange,  however,  the  "Plain  Tales  from  the  Hills." 
whic-h  gave  him  his  first  European  success,  and  his  "nepartmental  Ditties" 
were  accepted  under  protest,  to  humor  the  boy,  rather  than  for  any  merit 
the  editors  discovered. 

A  man  of  supreme  individuality,  he  has  the  splendid  courage  of  his  con- 
victions He  dared  to  lash  England  into  a  fight  when  the  Hoer  war  s-emed 
to  him  imperative:  he  scourged  the  country  he  loved  for  her  treatment  of  her 
soldiers-  he  inspired  tho.se  soldiers  by  his  stirring,  tingling  lines  and  martial 
stanza-  'while  Alfred  Austin,  ihe  Laureate,  was  writing  pink-Ieniniiac!i>  verses 
guaranteed  to  offend  no  one.  Then  came  his  magnificent  "Recessional '—a 
new  classic  added  to  our  literature. 

Kipling  is  the  apc-^tle  of  the  strenuous;  he  loves  "Olor  and  paints  it  with 
love-  he  is  thrilled  liy  struggle,  by  power,  by  c-onque".  He  shows  man  with 
th  ■  primal  instincts  nr.tl  passions,  nature  unvarnishp<'.  He  is  nften  lilntit  to 
brutality  fearless  to  the  iKiint  of  fren,.,-.  but  always  "'nc-ere.  and  always  best 
when  he  lets  the  Orier.tal  in  his  nature  keer  him  close  .1  the  indla  he  has  re- 
realed  to  'he  world  as  no  other  English  writer  has  ek-r  done. 
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
